I  was  determined  not  to  leave  until  driven 
lorn  the  premises.  My  family,  including  my  invalid 
“,“hter  (who  is  entirely  helpless),  took  refuge  on  the 
Koofoi  the  next  house.  I  remained  till  the  mob  broke 
PJ^and  then  narrowly  escaped  the  same  -way.  This 
gbout  84  p.m.  We  remained  on  the  roof  for  an 
hiffli  •  Still  I  hoped  that  relief  would  come.  The  neigh- 
aotieipatiDg  the  mob  would  fire  my  house,  were 
rMnoving  their  effects  on  the  roof— all  was  excitement. 
Rot  as  the  object  of  the  mob  was  plunder,  they  were 
Z  busily  engaged  in  carrying  off  all  my  effects  to  ap- 
dvthe  torch.  Add-  to  this  it  began  to  rain  as  if  the 
very  heavens  were  shedding  teaa-s  over  the  dreadful 
calaniily-  “  Hung  he  the  heavens  with  black.” 

How  to  escape  from  the  roof  of  a  five-story  building, 
with  four  females — and  one  a  cripple — besides  eight 
men  without  a  ladder,  or  any  assistance  from  outside, 
was  beyond  my  not  excited  imagination.  But  the  God 
that  succored  Hagar  in  her  flight  came  to  my  relief  in 
the  person  of  a  little  deformed,  despised  Israelite,  who, 
Smarlian-like,  took  my  poor  helpless  daughter  under 
his  protection  in  his  house,  where  I  presume  she  now 
is,  until  friends  send  her  tome.  He  also  supplied  me 
with  a  long  rope.  I  then  took  a  survey  of  the  premi¬ 
ses,  and  fortunately  found  a  way  to  escape,  and  though 
pitchy  dark,  I  took  soundings  with  the  rope  to  see  if  it 
would  touch  the  next  roof,  after  which  I  took  a  clove- 
hitch  around  the  clothes  line  which  was  fastened  to 
the  wall  by  pulleys,  and  which  led  from  one  roof  to 
the  other  over  a  space  of  about  one  hundred  feet.  In 
this  manner  I  managed  to  lower  my  family  down  on  to 
the  next  roof,  and  from  one  roof  to  another,  until  I 
landed  them  in  a  neighbor’s  yard.  We  were  secreted 
in  our  friend’s  cellar  till  11  p.m.,  when  we  were  taken 
in  charge  by  the  police  and  locked  up  in  the  Station- 
House  for  safety.  In  this  dismal  place  we  found  up¬ 
wards  of  seventy  men,  women  and  children— some  with 
broken  limbs— bruised  and  beaten  from  head  to  foot. 
IVe  stayed  in  this  place  for  twenty-four  hours,  when 
the  police  escorted  us  to  the  New  Haven  boat  at  11  p. 
ni.  Thus  we  escaped  from  an  infuriated  mob.  leaving 
our  invalid  daughter  iu  New  York  in  the  hands  of  kind 
friends. 

All  my  personal  property,  to  the  amount  of  $3,000, 
has  been  destroyed  and  scattered  to  the  four  winds, 
which,  “■  like  the  baseless  fabric  of  a  vision,  leaves  not 
a  wreck  behind,”  except  our  lives,  and  so  the  Lord  be 
praiaad. 

As  a  devoted  loyal  Unionist,  I  have  done  all  I  could 
to  perpetuate  and  uphold  the  integrity  of  this  free  gov¬ 
ernment.  As  an  evidence  of  this  devotedness,  my  old¬ 
est  son  is  now  serving  my  country  as  a  Surgeon  in  the 
U.  S.  army,  and  myself  had  just  received  a  commission 
in  the  n^val  service.  What  more  could  I  do  ?  What 
further  evidence  was  wanting  to  prove  my-  allegiance 
in  the  exigencies  of  our  unfortunate  country  ?  I  am 
now  an  old  man,  stripped  of  everything  which  I  once 
possessed,  of  all  the  comforts  of  life,  but  I  thank  God 
that  he  has  yet  spared  my  life,  which  I  am  ready 
yield  in  the  defence  of  my  country.

should  be  burned  down  over  his  head.  ‘  Great  God  ’ 
said  he  to  himself,  ‘am  I  an  American  citizen,  and 
shall  I  submit  to  this  ’  ?  (Tremendous  applause,  kstine 
several  minutes-),  lie  did  not,  he  continued,  desire  to 
excite  any  prejudices  in  the  minds  of  his  hearers  either 
of  nationality,  race  or  religion.  We  had  proclaimed 
this  country  to  be  as  it  is,  the  refuge  for  the  oppressed 
and  the  poor  of  all  nations,  but  we  certainly  had  a  right 
to  ask  that  when  they  came  here  they  should  show 
something  of  the  same  magnanimity,  should  conduct 
tliemselves  as  law-abiding  citizens,  and  should  be  no 
longer  foreigners,  hut  Americans.  He  hoped  there 
would  be  a  generous  response  to  the  objects  for  which 
Oils  meeting  was  held,  and  that  the  resolutions  would 
bo  unanimously  adopted  (applause).  He  asked  that 
they,  as  merchants,  come  forward  and  give  of  their 
means  to  aid  this  dependent  class  of  men,  who  as  a 
class,  were  honest  and  industrious,  and  not  disposed  to 
violate  the  laws  of  the  country,  but  were  now  run 
after  by  cowards  and  hunted  down.  From  the  window 
ot  his  counting-room  he  had  seen  a  hundred  whife  men 
pounding  one  poor  black  man.  We  could  not  give 
these  poor  colored  women  their  husbands,  for  some  of 
them  had  been  sacrificed  ;  we  could  not  restore  to  them 
they  hafi  lost;  we  could  not  give 
tiieir  reason  to  some  of  these  poor  men  and , 
become  insane  because  these  hounds 
were  after  them ;  but  let  us  give  of  the  means  that  God 
ret Los"®!  these  poor  people,  so-that  when 

retired  at  night  we  could  hear  hU  voice  standing  in  < 
ears,  •  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  thus  unto  the  least  of  I 
these  my  brothers,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.’  •" 

Capt.  E,  Nye  said  that  he  was  desired  to  make  a 
statement,  as  coming  from  Gen.  DiX,  now  commanding 
this  department,  that  labor  should  be  protected  in  this 
city  at  all  hazards,  and  that  those  who  wished  to  employ 
negroes  or  any  other  class  of  laborers  might  feel  them¬ 
selves  perfectly  secure  in  so  doing. 

Other  gentlemen  also  spoke  in  the  right  spirit.  Mr. 
Shultz,  leather  merchant,  desired  to  suggest  that  the 
employment  of  negroes  would  hereafter  be  protected ; 
that  what  was  most  needed  now  was  for  every  man 
who  had  employed  colored  people  to  reinstate  them 
their  places  at  once.  This  would  be  the  best  and  most 
speedy  relief  that  could  be  afforded  them  (applause). 
The  question  had  now  come  up  whether  the  merchants 
of  New  York  had  a  right  to  employ  such  men  as  they 
see  fit  or  not ;  and  for  one  he  was  ready  to  meet  it  | 
(great  applause).  Many  had  been  in  the  habit  of  leav¬ 
ing  this  matter  to  the  head-porter,  but  hereafter  he 
proposed  to  attend  to  that  business  himself  (tremendous 
applause). 

The  chairman  of  the  meeting,  Mr.  Sturges,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  treasurer  of  the  fund  that  might  be  coUeeted, 
and  the  public  are  requested  to  send  their  contributions 
to  him  at  No.  125  Front  street.  Upward  of  $14,000 
has  already  been  contributed.  The  Board  of  Brokers, 
having  raised  a  fund  of  several  thousand  dollars  for  the 
relief  of  those  who  had  suffered  from  the  riot,  voted 
unanimously  that  one-half  thereof  should  be  given  in 
aid  of  the  colored  people. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  meeting  has  opened 
a  central  depot  at  No.  354  Fourth  street,  between 
Broadway  and  Lafayette  place.  Applications  for  re- 
he  made  either  by  letter  or  in  person,  and  they 
will  be  promptly  attended  to.  Contributions  of  cloth¬ 
ing  or  provisions  will  be  thankfully  received.  Gar¬ 
ments  for  women  and  children,  sheets,  bed  sacks  and 
pillows  or  pillow  cases  are  particularly  wanted.  Vin¬ 
cent  Colyer  has  charge  of  this  central  depot. 

A  large  number  of  the  most  respectable  and  influen¬ 
tial  lawyers  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn  have  published 
a  card,  offering  their  professional  advice  and  assistance, 
free  of  all  .charge,  to  aid  colored  persons  in  recovering 
compensation  for  the  damages  inflicted  upon  them 
by  rioters. 

The  following  appeal  also  appears  in  the  daily 
papers  : 

AN  APPEAL  FOR  THE  DESTITUTB  COLORED  REFUGEES. 

The  events  of  the  past  week  have  cast  upon  the 
world  some  3,000  people  of  color,  homeless,  penniless 
and  destitute.  A  large  portion  of  these  have  been  res¬ 
cued  by  the  poliee  from  the  brutal  and  fiendish  mob, 
hunting  them  like  wild  beasts  from  their  domiciles  and 
through  the  streets  and  alleys  of  our  city.  Some  have 
found  asylums  at  the  Station-Houses,  and  others  are 
secreted  in  places  of  doubtful  security.  A-  large  num¬ 
ber  have  been  carried  by  night  to  Blackwell’s  Island 
for  safety.  Hundreds  are  still  lurking  about  the  sub¬ 
urbs  of  the  city,  on  Long  Island,  and  in  the  woods 
along  Harlem  river.  Some  have  been  rescued  from 
under  piers  on  the  North  and  East  rivers,  where  they 
were  thrown  in  to  drown.  Parents  are  parted  from 
children,  and  husbands  and  fathers  have  been  either 
murdered  or  driven  without  the  city.  In  one  instance 
a  father,  after  rescuing  his  family  from  his  burning 
home,  was  thrown  back  into  the  fiames  and  burned  to 
death.  In  another  instance,  a  child  was  taken  from 
Its  mother’s  arms  and  dashed  into  the  rear  yard  some 
fiendishtutr^e^s’:  ^%e‘’«ndte^f,‘im'‘^an;  to- 
stances  driven  from  sick  beds,  are  lying  on  bare  floors, 
and  the  damp  flag-stones  of  Station-Houses.  They  have 
been  stripped  of  every  article  of  clothing  and  fuimi- 
ture,  which  now  make  comfortable  the  homes  of  their 
persecutors. 

With  this  harrowing  recital  I  have  only  to  ask  the 
public  of  New  York  and  the  country  .for  aid.  They 
only  require  to  know  the  channels  to  swell  them  to  re¬ 
pletion.  To  aid  them  by  food  and  clothing  is  the  first 
necessity.  They  are  in  need  of  everything  in  the  shape 
of  clothing,  particularly  women  and  children.  I  have, 
under  direction  of  the  Police  Commissioners,  taken 
temporary  charge  Of  the  fugitives.  All  articles  of  food 
or  clothing  may  be  sent  to  the  oflice  of  Abraham  Beal, 
No.  12  Centre  street.  In  the  meantime  Churches  and 
Committees  should  come  together  immediately  and  ar¬ 
range  for  some  plan  of  raising  and  disbursing  money. 
Persons  in  the  country  who  desire  to  aid  the  fugitives 
by  employment  will  please  address  me,  stating  what 
kind  of  help  they  require,  and  if  possible  neighbor¬ 
hoods  should  receive  one  or  two  families  into  their 
midst.  This  becomes  the  more  necessary  as  they  have 
no  homes  to  return  to,  and  in  many  districts  the  fiend¬ 
ish  spirit  that  sought  to  d'estroy  them  will  not  allow 
them  to  return  except  under  protection  which  the  lim¬ 
ited  means  of ’the  police  will  not  allow  them  to  extend. 

Aid  must  be  extended  promptly,  especially  that  of 
clothing,  and  women  and  children’s  under  clothing. 

These  I  will  receive  and  distribute.  Money  contri¬ 
butions  should  be  reserved  for  authorized  Committees, 
which  cannot  be  too  prompt  in  organizing.

Yocu  complaint  of  my  silence  is  not  without  ground  ; 
but,  with  more  than  my  ordimu-y  press  of  duties  and 
less  than  my  usual  quota  of  health,  it  has  not  been  in  my 
power  to  write.  Besides,  in  times  like  these  and  amid 
oirciimstances  such  as  surround  us,  no  one  b' 
lar  journalist  or  a  professed  reporter  can  stop  to  jot 
down  what  is  going  on  and  what  he  thinks  about 
At  least  no  one  can  do  so  without  difficulty.  The  task 
requires  a  degree  of  industry  and  an  amount  of  effort 
not  always  at  one’s  command.  Nevertheless, 
summon  my  dormant  energies,  and,  instead  of  yielding 
to  the  drowsy  influences  which  languor  and  this  quiet 
Sabbath  day  bring  around  me,  will  do  my  best  to  write 
yon  a  letter. 

I  congratulate  you  on  the  auspicious  termination  of 
the  insurrection  in  New  York.  Another  stronghold  of 
the  enemy  has  been  captured.  Gettysburg,  Vicksburg, 
Port  Hudson,  .and  now  New  York,  have  been  taken  ; 
the  last,  if  duly  followed  up,  the  most  important  con¬ 
quest  of  them  all.  For  the  past  eighteen  months,  your 
city  has  rendered  more  valuable  service  to  Jeff.  Davis 
making  public  opinion  at  home  and  abroad— i 
organizing  the  rebellion,  in  the  free  States  and  in 
Europe,  and  otherwise  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the 
enemy— than  eould  have  been  possibly  rendered  by  any 
two  cities  within  the  hounds  of  the  so-called  “  Confede¬ 
racy.” 

New  York,  notwithstanding  the  many  loyal  and  brave 
people  among  its  inhabitants,  has  been  for  a  year  and  a 
half  a  rank  secession  hole,  reeking  with  the  spirit  of 
rebellion.  Under  the  guise  of  an  anxious  desire  for 
peace  and  a  tenacious  regard  for  constitutional 
your  demagogues  have  advocated  the  worst  doctritjj 
of  secessionism,  and  plotted  the  deepest  schemes  for  the 
overthrow  of  the  government. 

Tour  city  was  just  the  place  for  the  inauguration  of 
such  scenes  as  the  past  week  witnessed,  a  lazar-honse 
of  crime — the  common  sewer  of  the  orvtHzed-worM- 
receptaole  of  the  most  feculent  refuse  of  the  capi¬ 
tals  of  Europe— your  metuopolis,  as  it  is  called,  and 
commercially  it  is,  fell  most  naturally  into  an  alliance 
with  the  rebellion,  and  offered  all  the  combustible 
materials  that  might  at  any  time  he  needed'  for 
explosion. 

The  outbreak,  though  it  appalled  everybody,  surprised 
)  one.  It  was  more  diabolical  in  its  manifestations, 
but  less  extensive  in  its  ravages  than  might  have  been 
reasonably  expected.  I  congratulate  you  upon 
pression,  which  I  would  fain  trust  is  complete.  It  is 
e  of  the  most  important  victories  of  the  v 
brilliant  as  that  of  Gettysburg,  but  fully  as  pregnant 
with  consequences. 

Were  it  not  for  the  sufferings  inflicted  "upon  the  in¬ 
nocent,  we  could  look  back  upon  your  outburst,  now 
that  it  is  safely  quelled,  with  unqualified  c  omplacency. 
There  was  a  fitness  in  the  whole  thing.  That  inflamed, 
malignant,  throbbing  tumor,  so  near  the  heart  of  the 
body  politic,  and  convulsing  the  whole  system  with  its 
throes,  never  could  have  been  cured  without  either 
being  punctured  or  breaking  of  its  own  accord.  In  the 
absence  of  a  surgeon  with  nerve  and  skill  to  perform 
the  needed  service,  nature  took  the  work  into  her  own 
hands^  and  the  disease  found  a  remedy  in  its  own 
violence. 

That  this  emente  was  part  and  parcel  of  the  general 
rebellion  needs  no  demonstration.  The  facts  are  pa¬ 
tent  ;  he  that  runs  may  read.  The  -whole  thing  is  now 
laid  bare  to  inspection.  It  was  a  well-laid  scheme, 
deliberately  concocted  between  rebel  leaders  North 
and  South,  and  duly  approved  by  coadjutors  in  Europe. 
Lee,  with  his  victorious  army,  was  to  invade  and  hold 
Southern  Pennsylvania,  threatening  Baltimore-  and 
Washington,  capturing  Harrisburg,  and  menacing  the 
city  of  Philadelphia.  Raids  were  to  be  made  by  ”  Con¬ 
federate  ”  cavalry  into  Indiana  and  Ohio  ;  anti  draft 
re  to  take  place  in  New  York,  Boston,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  aqd  other  Northern  '  cities ;  Vioe-President 
Stephens,  with  a  diplomatic  pretext,  was  to  be  on  hand, 
the  National  Capital,  when  things  should  seem  ripe 
for  negotiation  ;  and  Roebuck  and  Lindsay,  on  behalf 
of  Slidell  and  Mason,  backed  up  by  the  aggressive  and 
apparently  triumphant  attitude  of  the  would-be  Confed¬ 
eracy,  were  to  make  a  bold  and  final  push  for  European 
recognition.  This  would  make  the  “  Confederacy  ”  a  ■ 
nation,  and,  as  it  was  supposed,  ensure  her  final 
independence. 


are  engaged  in  the  same  cause  and  laboring  for  the 
same  end.  ‘They  are  actuated  by  a  common  spirit  and 
a  common  purpose.  Their  language— as  interpreted 
by  the  acts  of  their  followers,  is— “Death  to  the  negro 
— to  the  lamp-post  with  his  friends — destruction  to  all 
property  identified  with  his  cause— and  a  free  license 
to  pillage  to  those  who  will  execute  these  decrees.” 
Does  any  one  now  ask  whaf  Southern  slavery  is,  or 
what  the  slaveholders’  rebellion  means — or  what  is  the 
spirit  of  Northern  sympathizers  ?  Let  him  look  at  the 
Now  \ork  mob  heating  to  death  an  unoffending  black 
man,  then  cutting  his  throat,  and  then  burning  his  life¬ 
less  remains  ;  let  him  look  at  the  same  miscreants  per¬ 
forming  the  same  diabolical  offices  for  a  white  man  ;  and 
then  let  him  watch  them  as  they  proceed  to  compensate 
themselves  by  plundering  the  houses  and  appropriating 
the  effects  of  their  victims,  and  he  will  have  an  answer 
move  complete  and  satisfactory  than  it  is  in  the  power 
of  words  to  render. 

But  I  am  saying  more  about  New  York  than  I 
intended  ;  and  more  perhaps  than  is  meet.  I  had 
meant  to  speak  of  Pennsylvania,  which  is  my  own 
province,  but  one  will  naturally  talk  of  the  latest  sensa¬ 
tion,  and  I  was  thus  drawn  from  my  purpose. 

We  have  passed  through  a  fiery  trial  iifrthia  State  ; 
but  I  am  happy  to  say  we  have  come  out  comparatively 
unharmed,  and  all  the  better  for  the  purgation.  The 
invasion  of  our  soil,  though  it  cost  us  much  in  the  way 
of  humiliation  and  something  in  the  way  of  life  and 
property,  has  on  the  whole  been  a  benefit.  Disaffec¬ 
tion  has  been  rebuked,  the  Copperheads  have  been 
brought  to  grief,  and  the  loyalty  of  the  State  mad® 
more  earnest  and  more  heartily  anti-slavery  than  it 
had  ever  been  before.  Our  State,  like  your  city,  has 
had  a  taste  of  the  insurrection,  and  knows,  as  she 
never  knew  before,  what  it  means. 

As  for  Philadelphia,  so  changed  for  the  better  is  she 
that  I  am  quite  proud  of  her.  She  used  to  he  distin¬ 
guished  above  all  other  cities  for  her  tolerance  of  mobs 
and  her  hatred  of  the  negro  ;  now  she  is  one  of  the 
most  peaceable  communities  in  the  land,  and  nowhere 
at  this  moment  ia  there  more  effective  effort  made  for 
tbe  benefit  of  the  black  man.  The  enlistment  move¬ 
ment  is  not  only  popular,  but — as  you  have  said— is 
actually  “  fashionable.”  This  is  attested  by  the  class 
of  men  who  are  engaged  in  the  work,  and  by  the  press¬ 
ure  of  others  of  the  same  class  to  be  “  counted  in.”  It 
is  seen  in  the  waving  of  handkerchiefs  from  the  win¬ 
dows  in  West  Walnut  street,  as  bla.ck  soldiers  march 
and  countermarch  before  them.  It  is-  seen  in  the  char¬ 
acter  and  position  of  the  men  who  desire  and  accept 
commissions  in  the  new-forming  regiments.  For  in¬ 
stance,  yesterday  appeared  before  our  “Supervisory 
Committee  ”  Col.  Benjamin  Tilghman  of  this  city,  who, 
transferring  himself  from  the  command  of  a  white 
veteran  regiment  to  that  of  a  newly-recruited  black 
one,  accepts  the  Colonelcy  of  the  regiment  now  on  the 
eve  of  completion  at  Camp  William  Penn.  Col.  Tilgh¬ 
man  is  grand-nephew  to  the  eminent  Chief-Justice 
Tilghman.  He  is  an  able  soldier  and  a  well-bred  gentle¬ 
man,  and  withal  a  sincere  friend  of  the  colored  man. 
At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Committee,  Capt.  John  W. 
Ames,  of  the  11th  Regular  U.  S.  infantry,  was,  at  the 
request  of  Gov.  Andrew,  and  by  his  own  wish,  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  Colonelcy  of  the  new  regiment  to  be 
commenced  next  week.  Capt.  Ames  is  a  graduate  of 
Harvard,  a  son  of  Judge  Ames  of  Boston,  and  a  grand- 
in  of  Fisher  Ames. 

Oar  people  and  papers  express  much  chagrin  that 
?.e  was  allowed  to  escape  without  another  battle.  I 
don’t  share  in  the  feeling.  On  the  contrary,  I  was 
glad  when  I  heard  he  was  over  the  river,  and  I  have 
seen  xto  reason  since  for  any  other  emotion.  If  Meade 
had  engaged  Lee  and  been  whipped — which  was  possi¬ 
ble — it  would  have  been  bad  ;  if  he  had  utterly  defeated 
and  routed  Lee — which  was  much  more  than  possiblft  | 
-^it  would  have  been  worse.  The  political  conse¬ 
quences  could. hardly  have  failed  to  he  disastrous. 
The  nation  is  not  prepared  for  a  sudden  and  trium¬ 
phant  suppression  of  the  rebellion.  We  shall  not  he 
ready  tiU  we  get  a  black  army  of  at  least  100,000  men 
in.the  field.  As  the  New  York  Times  said,  in  its  issue 
of  the  4th  of  July,  speaking  of  the  importance  of 
negro  regiments,  “  we  want  not  only  to  put  the  ir 
rectiou  down,  but  to  keep  it  down.”

Whereas,  the  London  Times  publishes  a  correspond- 
Loe  between  the  Rev.  Moncure  D.  Conway  and  J.  M. 
Mason  (both  of  Virginia) — the  latter  Emissary  and  En¬ 
voy  of  the  Confederate  States— in  which  Mr.  Con¬ 
way  declares : 

‘  I  have  authority  to  make  the  following  proposition 
behalf  of  the  leading  anti-slavery  men  of  America, 
who  have  Sent  me  to  this  country.  If  the  States  call¬ 
ing  themselves  ‘  the  Confederate  States  of  America’ 
will  consent  to  emancipate  the  negro  slaves  in  those 
States,  such  emancipation  to  be  guaranteed  by  a  liberal 
European  Commission,  the  emancipation  to  be  inaugu¬ 
rated  at  once,  and  such  time  to  be  allowed  for  its  com¬ 
pletion  as  the  commission  shall  judge  to  be  necessary 
and  just,  and  such  emancipation  once  made  to  be  fore- 
vocable — then  the  Abolitionists  and  anti  8lavei'^||lead- 
ers  of  the  Northern  States  shall  immediately  oppose 
the  prosecution  of  the  war  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  government,  and,  since  they  hold  the  balance 
of  power,  will  certainly  t^se  the  war  to  cease,  by 
the  immediaie  -withdrawa^if  every  kind  of  support 
from  it” 

And  whereas,  tbe  public  may  infer  from  this  state- 
ent,  that  Mr.  Conway  represents  or  is  authorized  to

Times,  “  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Gen.  Lee  will  at  least 
make  the  invasion  (of  Pennsylvania)  sufficiently  effec- 
)  disgust  the  Northern  people  with  the  war.”  “  If 
an  hold  his  own,”  says  the  London  Morning  Her- 
for  the  next  two  months,  he  will  achieve  greodt 
things  for  the  South.”  The  whole  thing  was  understood 
both  sides  of  the  water.  But 
‘  The  best  laid  plans  of  mice  and  men  gang  aft  aglee.” 

And  so  it  was  with  the  Confederates.  There  was 
one  contingency  for  which  they  had  made  no  pro- 
■vision  ;  that  was  the— to  them— very  improbable  one 
of  Lee’s  defeat.  That  General  had  found  it  so  easy  a 
matter  to  evade  McClellan  and  drive  before  him  the  thin¬ 
ned  and  unsupported  battalions  of  Pope,  and  had  suc¬ 
ceeded  so  well  withal — on  his  own  ground  andinhisi 
entrenchments— in  repulsing  successively  Burnside  and 
Hooker,  that  he  fancied  he  could  do  as  he  pleased  and 
go  where  he  listed  without  reference  to  the  move¬ 
ments  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  But  from  this 
dream  of  over-eonfidenee  he  was  destined  to  a  rude 
awakening.  The  battle  of  Gettysburg  disenchanted 
him,  and  drove  hinj  back  in  disgrace  to  his  safer 
haunts  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  Rappahannock. 

Had  it  not  been  for  this  turn  in  affairs,  we  she 
jw  be  watching  the  development  of  the  plot  from 
a  different  and  much  less  pleasing  point  of 
Lee  would  be  standing  before  Baltimore,  demanding 
its  surrender  ;  or  his  flushed  troops,  having  obtained  a 
secure  lodgment  in  Pennsylvania,  would  be  firing 
coal  mines,  ripping  up  our  railroads,  demolishing 
canals  and  aqueducts,  and  destroying  everything  that 
gives  value  to  industry.  Our  State — Shaving  sent  the 
flower  of  her  strength  to  the  war — would  be  powerless 
for  resistance.  Then  the  mine  so  carefully  prepared  by 
the  elamorera  for  peace  would  be  sprung  upon 
up  would  rise  the  mob  to  “  disgust  the  Northern  people 
with  the  war.”  Then  should  we  see,  as  we  m 
stand,  why  aristocrat  IngersoUand  inobocrat  McMullen 
have  been  for  so  long  a  time  hand-in-glove.  The  leash 
holding  the  hounds  of  anarchy  would  be  cut,  and  the 
dogs  of  war  would  be  loosed  to  murder,  burn,  ravage 
and  destroy.  Abolitionists  would  be  put  to  death, 
negroes  hung  and  burned,  and  public  places  indentlfied  ] 
with  their  cause  razed  to  the  ground.  In  the  meaii- 
the  agents  chosen  for  tbe  performance  of  these 
deeds  would  be  recompensed  by  a  general  license 
pillfige  and  plunder.  Such  was  to  have  been  the  grand , 
catastrophe,  which  was  to  put  an  end  to  the  war- 
putting  the  army  of  the  Potomac  hors  de  combat— para¬ 
lyzing  the  people,  and  britiging  the  government 
knees  and  compelling  it  to  accept  terms  of  peace  of  the 
rebels’  own  dictation.  But  happily  a  defeat  instead  of 
a  victory  awaited  the  arms  of  the  rebel  General,  and 
the  whole  aspect  of  things  is  changed.

But 
iuNew  York  escape  waa  impossible.  Such  reeking  cor¬ 
ruption  must  at  last  beisubjected  to  its  merited  penalty.

Cotton  Growing  in  South  America. — On  the  ques- 
ion  of  cotton  growing,  The  Buenos  Ayres  Standard  says  : 
The  cotton  fever  in  the  provinces  is  at  its  height;  every 
ne  is  becoming  a  planter;  the  cry  throughout  the  land  is 
seed,  seed.’  We  have  promised  to  forward  to  some  of  the 
principal  towns  as  much  as  we  can  spare.  During  our  stay 
in  Rosario  we  diet  with  landed  proprietors  from  almost 
every  part,  and  from  what  we  have  seen  of  the  disposition 
of  the  people  we  predict  that  hundreds  of  acres  of  land  will 
be  put  under  cotton  cultivation  in  September  and  October 
next.

Tliiscotton  has  grown 
on  the  banks  of  Parana,  at  a  place  called  the  Diamante,  in 
he  province  of  Entre  Rios.  We  have  our  gin  put  in  order, 
jnd  when  we  have  the  seed  extracted  will  ship  it  to  Messrs. 
Stolterfelt  and  Go.,  Liverpool,  tor  the  account  of  the  Cotton 
Supply  Association,  Manchester.”

To  the  Editor  of  The  Philadelphia  Press. 

Sir  :  The  din  of  battle  scarce  sweeps  over  the  plains 
before  the  telegraph  takes  up  the  echo  and  brings  its 
messages  of  sorrow  to  those  homes  that  with  prayers 
and  tears  have  sent  out  their  loved  ones.  So  few  words 
could  not  well  bring  more  heart-rending  grief  than 
those  received  at  Cedarcroft,  Chester  County, on  Satur¬ 
day,  July  4th :  “  Killed,  Frederick  Taylor,  shot  through 
the  heart.”  Many  a  like  telegram  has  found  its  way 
into  quiet  nooks  and  corners  all  over  the  land,  but  few 
nobler,  better,  or  more  promising  lives  have  been  laid 
down  in  this  good  cause,  rich  as  is  its  harvest  in  intel¬ 
lect  and  worth.  In  this  country  village,  where  each 
citizen  is  thoroughly  known  to  every  other,  there  is 
mourning  in  every  household  for  the  talented  boy,  the 
scholar,  and  the  soldier,  who  fell— very  soon  after  going 
into  the  engagement — at  the  head  of  "his  regiment,  the 
well-known  “Buektails,”  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday 
last. 

Charles  Frederick  Taylor,  the  youngest  brother  of 
Bayard  Taylor,  the  poet-traveller,  was  not  yet  23  years 
of  age.  A  gentle,  quiet,  studious  hoy,  he  won  even 
love  and  admiration  than  is  generally  accorded 


youths  of  such  great  physical  beauty,  and  graceful, )  numerous, 
winning  manners.  Ever  among  the  first  in  his  classes 
at  school  or  college,  he  was  peculiarly  gifted  in  thb 
acquisition  of  languages,  getting  the  accent  and  peculi¬ 
arities  so  perfectly  as  to  be  claimed  both  by  Frenchmen 
and  Germans  as  countrymen.  Some  seven  years  ago 
he  accompanied  his  brother  to  Europe,  where,  beside 
enjoying  the  pleasure  of  revisiting  the  scenes  of  Bay¬ 
ard’s  early  travels,  he  cultivated  his  taste  for  German 
literature,  and  made  many  personal  friends  among  the 
literary  people  he  met. 

Returning,  he  finished  his  studies  at  Michigan  Univer¬ 
sity,  aud  entered  upon  the  business  he  had  chosen  a 
short  time  before  the  rebellion.  He  was  amongst  the 
first  to  respond  to  the  .call  of  the  country,  was  unani¬ 
mously  chosen  Captain  of  the  company  he  assisted  in 
raising,  although  one  of  the  youngest  men  in  it.  They 
were  joined  to  the  Bucktail  Regiment.  Their  history 
is  written  without  a  word  here  ;  their  many  battle¬ 
fields,  where  their  banners  and  their  buck-tails  were 
always  in  the  hottest  of  the  fight,  tell  of  their  valor 
better  than  words  can  do  it.  He  was  captured  at  the 
game  time  as  CoL  Kane,  and  with  him  paroled  ;  after  a 
long  time  exchanged,  rejoined  his  regiment,  made  Colo¬ 
nel,  ihen  again  captured,  after  having  his  horse  shot 
under  him  at  the  last  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  but 
succeeded  in  regaining  |^is  liberty.  The  enthusiasm 
with  which  he  came  to  meet  the  foe  on  the  soil  of  hla 
native  State  proves  that  his  heart  was  as  brave  as  ever 
m  the  cause.  That  young  true  heart  seemed  too  br^lat 
a  mark  to  escape  the  rebel  balls.  One  by  one  the  brigltit 
names  are  woven  into  the  wreath  we  offer  at  the  shriiae 
of  human  freedom.  Among  them  all  there  is  no  life 
more  pure,  more  beautiful,  none  more  loved,  than  that 
whose  loss  we  now  bemourn.  To  us  he  seemed  scarcely 
to  have  passed  the  bounds  of  boyhood,  so  gently  did  he 
wear  the  honors  of  his  manhood  and  high  military 
rank.

Latest  News  in  Brief. 

Port  Hudson  surrendered  to  Gen.  Banks  on  the  8th. 
On  that  day  Gen.  Gardner  sent  out  a  flag  of  truce  ask¬ 
ing  for  terms  of  capitulation.  Gen.  Banks  replied  that 
he  should  require  an  unconditional  surrender,  and 
gave  Gardner  twenty-four  hours  to  consider  the  mat¬ 
ter.  At  7  o’clock  a.m.  on  the  9th  the  terms  were  com¬ 
plied  with,  and  the  troops  took  possession.  The  mo¬ 
ment  the  surrender  was  completed,  the  rebels  sent  a 
request  for  six  thousand  rations,  as  they  had  eaten  their 
last  mule — which  was  found  to  be  literally  true.  The 
trophies  are  five  thousand  prisoners,  fifty  pieces  of 
artillery,  and  amall  arms  in  proportion.  The  loyal 
citizens  of  New  Orleans  indulged  In  a  torch-light  pro¬ 
cession  and  general  jubilation  on  the  night  of  the  11th. 
There  are  several  regiments  of  Massachusetts  troops 
with  Gen.  Banks  at  Port  Hudson,  whose  time  expired 
some  time  ago,  hut  who  nobly  determined  to  remain 
until  the  last  rebel  stronghold  on  the  Mississippi  should 
fall,  and  their  valor  has  at  last  been  rewarded  by  the 
consummation  of  their  most  ardent  wishes.  A  force 
from  Gen.  Banks’s  army  was  advancing  on  Brashear 
City. 

By  an  arrival  from  Port  Royal  we  have  full  details 
of  Gen.  Gilmore’s  operations  against  the  defences  of 
Charleston  in  cooperation  with  the  naval  force  under 
Admiral  Dahlgren.  to  the  15th  inst.  After  the  failure 
of  the  attack  on  Fort  Wagner,  which  was  caused  by 
the  hesitation  of  the  supports  of  the  storming  party  to 
come  up  after  the  parapet  was  gained,  Gen.  Gillmore 
commenced  approaches  by  mining,  and  it  was  expected 
that  it  would  soon  be  captured.  All  the  fortifications  on 
James  Island,  as  far  as  Secessionville,  were  also  in 
onr  possession.  During  the  operations  a  rebel  steamer 
attempted  to  land  reenforcements  on  Morris  Island,  but 
she  was  driven  off  and  destroyed  by  our  gunboats,  the 
troops  on  hoard  barely  escaping.  There  is  a  report  also 
that  a  rebel  gunboat,  which  earae  down  the  harbor  to 
reconnoitre,  ventured  a  little  too  near  our  craft,  and  was 
taken.  The  news  effectually  disposes  of  the  report 
that  Charleston  was  captured  on  the  14th ;  yet  such  a 
result  seems  to  bo  very  near  at  hand. 

Guerrilla  John  Morgan’s  raid  into  Ohio  and  Indiana  is 
_t  an  end.  Nearly  all  his  men  have  been  killed  or  cap¬ 
tured,  and  he  is  ingloriously  skulking  off  to  save  his 
neck.  Gen.  Shackleford  reports,  July  20  :  “  We  chased 
John  Morgan  and  his  command  over  50  miles  to-day. 
After  heavy  skirmishing  for  six  or  seven  miles  be¬ 
tween  the  45  th  Ohio  of  Col.  Woolford’s  Brigade,  which 
wa#in  advance,  and  the  enemy,  we  succeeded  in  bring¬ 
ing  the  enemy  to  a.8tand  about  3  o’clock  this  afternoon, 
when  a  fight  ensued  which  lasted  an  hour,  when  the 
rebels  fled,  taking  refuge  upon  a  very  high  bluff.  I 
sqnt  a  flag  of  truce  demanding  an  immediate  and  un¬ 
conditional  surrender  of  Morgan  and  his  command. 
The  flag  was  received  by  Col.  Coleman  and  other  offi¬ 
cers,  who  came  down  and  asked  a  personal  interview. 
They  asked  an  hour  for  consultation.  I  granted  40 
minutes,  in  which  time  the  command,  excepting  Mor¬ 
gan,  who  deserted  his  command,  taking  with  him  a 
very  small  squad,  surrendered.  It  was  my  understand¬ 
ing  that  Morgan  himself  had  surrendered,  and  I  learn 
that  it  was  the  understanding  of  Morgan’s  officers  and 
men.  The  number  of  killed  and  wounded  is  inconsid¬ 
erable  ;  the  number  of  prisoners  between  1,000  and 
1,500,  including  a  large  number  of  colonels,  majors,  and 
line  officers.  1  captured  between  600  and  700  prisoners 
yesterday.  I  think  I  will  capture  Morgan  himself  ^■''- 
morrow.” 

The  Philadelphia  Inquirer  has  a  special  dispatch 
from  Hagerstown,  saying  :  “  The  whole  rebel  army  is 
reported  as  being  checked  at  Bunkei^Hill  by  the  Union 
ported  as  feeling  the  enemy  strongly  on  their  western 
line  of  retreat  for  two  days  past.  It  is  believed  that 
Gens.  Ewell  and  Hood  are  in  strong  force  between  Mar¬ 
tinsville  and  Hedgesville.  The  former  is  thirteen 
miles  from  Williamsport  and  the  latter  six.  The  rebel 
pickets  form  a  front  from  Hedgesville  to  the  Shenan¬ 
doah  River,  eight  miles  from  Harper’s  Ferry,  The 
rebel  force  is  estimated  at  60,000  men.” 

Our  latest  news  from  Jackson,  Miss.,  is  through 
rebel  sources.  Tliis  place  was  closely  invested  and 
had  been  much  damaged  by  our  shells.  Our  folks 
think  Johnston  has  30,000  men,  and  they  hope  to  cap¬ 
ture  the  whole  lot.  (Jen.  Sherman  has  relieved  Gen. 
Lanman  of  Ms  command  because  he  attacked  Johnston 
lO  soon  and  without  orders. 

D-iring  the  campaign  of  64  days,  ending  with  the  cap¬ 
ture  of  'Vicksburg,  the  rebels  lost  in  killed,  wounded, 
and  prisoners,  43,700  men ;  about  71,000  stand  of  arms, 
were  taken,  including  nearly  50,000  Enfield,  rifles  in 
their  original  packages,  which  were  intended  for  the 
rebel  army  across  th.e  Mississippi,  and  about  230  pieces 
of  artillery. 

Reports  from  Vicksburg  to  the  loth,  announce  the 
capture  of  Yazoo  City,  which  was  held  by  800  rebels, 
by  Gen.  Herron,  on  the  13th  ;  250  prisoners  were  taken. 
The  gunboat  DeKalb  was  blown  up  by  a  torpedo  ;  her 
crew  escaped.  The  rebels  burned  three  of  their  trans¬ 
ports  and  eight  or  ten  steamers  that  had  been  Mdden 
iip  the  river. 

We  have  a  report  by  way  of  Corinth  and  Memphis, 
from  Gen.  Hurlhut’s  scouts,  that  Bragg  is  retreating 
precipitately  into  Georgia,  followed  by  Gen.  Rosecrans, 
whose  advance  on  the  17tli  was  said  to  be  at  Rome.  It 
is  thought  that  Bragg  is  endeavoring  to  make  a  junotion 
with  Joe  Johnston.  Desertions  from  his  army  are 


drown  their  sorrow  in  the  indulgence  of  some  kind  oi  vice. 
If  you  could  know  how  mneb  good,  kind,  Christian  letters 
from  fathers  and  mothers,  and  brothers  and  sisters,  and 
wives  and  sweethearts,  do  to  soldiers,  in  comforting, 
restraining,  and  encouraging  them,  I  think  vou  would  not 
be  slow  to  write  sneh  letters  to  them.

Then  they  feet 
that  yonr  eye  is  upon  them,  and  they  are  restrained  from 
falling  into  many  sins.” 

'W'hen  Missouri  will  be  Free. — We  see  that  some 
of  the  Eastern  journals  friendly  to  free  soil  in  Missouri  are 
ingratulating  themselves  upon  the  prospect  of  freedom 
Missouri.  In  some  of  their  conclusions  they  are  right, 
id  in  others  they  labor  under  a  misapprehension.  Mis¬ 
souri  is  not  yet  a  free  State.  The  battle  is  not  yet  over. 
The  Ordinance  which  is  to  redeem  her  from  slavery  is  yet 
to  be  passed.  It  is  nevertlieless  true  that  great  progress 
has  been  made.  The  first  and  greatest  victoo'  has  been 
■■■■  the  achievement  of  the  right  sort  of  public  senti- 
-  The  mind  of  the  people  is  ripe  for  immediate  free¬ 
dom.  And  although  the  action  of  the  late  State  Uonven- 
tion  does  not  make  the  State  free,  and  was  never  intended 
to  do  so,  it  illnstrates  the  power  of  the  free  State  party  in 
Missouri;  for  that  action,  which  was  Intended  to  be  looked 
upon  as  a  concession,  was  extorted  from  the  most  ultra 
-slavery  body  of  men  that  ever  assembled  in  the  State, 
the  fifty-one  members  who  voted  for  the  Ordinance 
adopted,  thirty-nine  were  slaveholders,  notwithstanding 
-ot  one  man  iu  a  hundred  in  Missouri  owns  slaves. 

The  action  of  the  Convention  is  a  point  made.  Slavery 
has  been  defeated  in  the  first  battle.  It  has  been  driven 
from  the  open  field  into  entrenchments.  The  Ordinance 
passed  by  the  late  pro-slavery  State  Convention  was  really 
intended  as  a  fortress  into  which  slavery  could  withdraw 
to  save  itself  from  assault  and  immediate  annihilation. 
But  even  this  will  not  protect  it.  The  fortifications,  al¬ 
though  in  many  respects  skilfully  constructed,  have  their 
weak  points  and  are  by  no  meansimpregnable.  They  will 
fall  at  the  first  onset  by  the  Radical  Free  State  party  of  Mis¬ 
souri.-— ffi.  Louis  Democrat.

Resolutions,  drawn  by  him,  were  then  read  and  offered 
by  Mr.  Hallett,  and  seconded  in  an  able  speech  by 
George  S.  Hillard,  Esq. 

'The  Hon.  James  Austin,  Attorney-General  of 
the  Commonwealth,  followed  in  a  speech  of  the  ut- 
most^bitterness,  styled  by  the  Boston  Allas,  a  few 
days  after,  “  most  able  and  triumphant.”  He  com¬ 
pared  the  slaves  to  a  menagerie  of  wild  beasts,  and 
the  riots  at  Alton  to  the  “  orderly  mob  ”  which  threw 
tbe  tea  overboard  in  1777 — talked  of  the  “conflict  of 
laws  ”  between  Missouri  and  Illinois — declared  that 
Lovejoy  was  “  presumptuous  and  imprudent,”  and 
“  died  as  the  fool  dieth  ” ;  in  direct  and  most  insulL 
ing  reference  to  Dr.  Channing,  he  asserted  that  a 
clergyman  with  a  gun  in  his  hand,  or. one  “  mingling 
in  the  debates  of  a  popular  assembly,  was  mar¬ 
vellously  out  of  place.’* 

The  speech  of  the  Attorney-General  produced  great 
excitement  throughout  the  hall.  Wendell  Phillips, 
Esq.,  who  had  not  expected  to  take  part  in  the  meet¬ 
ing  rose  to  reply.  That  portion  of  the  assembly 
which  sympathized  with  Mr.  Austin  now  became  so 
boisterous  that  Mr.  Phillips  had  difficulty  for  a  while 
in  getting  the  attention  of  the  audience. 

MR.  PHILLIPS’S  SPEECH. 

Mb.  ChaieJian:  '  We  have  met  for  the  freest  discus¬ 
sion  of  these  resotaitions,  and  the  events  which  gave 
rise  to  them.  (Cries  of  “  Question,”  “TEIear  him,” 
“  Go  on,”  “  No  gagging,”  etc.)  I  hope  I  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  express  my  SurprUo  at  the  sentimenla  of 
the  last  speaker — surprise  not  only  at  such  senti¬ 
ments  from  such  a  man,  but  at  the  applause  they 
have  received  in  these  walls.  A  comparison  had 
been  drawn  between  tbe  events  of  the  Revolution 
and  the  tragedy  at  Alton.  We  have  heard  it  asserted 
here,  in  Faneuil  Hall,  that  Great  Britain  had  a  right 
to  tax  the  Colonies,  and  we  have  heard  the  mob  at 
Alton,  the  drunken  murderers  of  Lovejoy,  compared 
to  those  patriot  fathers  who  threw  the  tea  overboard ! 
(Great  applause.)  Fellow-citizens,  is  this  Faneuil 
Hall  doctrine?  (“No,  no.”)  The  mob  at  Alton 
were  met  to  wrest  from  a  citizen  his  just  rights  —met 
to  resist  the  laws.  We  have  been  told  that  our 
fathers  did  tbe  samel  and  the  glorious  mantle  of 
Revolutionary  precedent  has  been  thrown  over  the 
mobs  of  our  day.  To  make  out  their  title  to  such 
defence,  the  gentleman  says  that  the  British  Parlia¬ 
ment  had  a  right  to  tax  these  Colonies.  It  is  mani¬ 
fest  that,  without  this,  his  parallel  falls  to  the  ground ; 
for  Lovejoy  had  stationed  himself  within  constitu¬ 
tional  bulwarks.  He  was  not  only  defending  the 
freedom  of  the  press,  but  he  »as  under  his  own  roof, 
in  arms  with  the  sanction  of  the  civil  authority.  The 
men  who  assailed  him  went  against  and  over  the 
laws.  The.woi,  as  the  gentleman  terms  it — mob,  for¬ 
sooth  !  certainly  we  sons  of  the  tea-spillers  are  a  mar¬ 
vellously  patient  generation ! — the  “  orderly  mob  ” 
which  assembled  in  tbe  Old  South  to  destroy  the  tea 
were  met  to  resist,  not  the  laws,  but  illegal  exactions. 
Shame  on  the  American  who  calls  the  tea  act  and 
stamp  act  laws  !  Our  fathers  resisted,  not  the  king’s 
prerogative,  but  the  king’s  usurpation.  To  find  any 
other  account,  you  must  read  our  Revolutionary  his¬ 
tory  upside  down.  Our  State  archives  are  loaded 
with  arguments  of  John  Adams  to  prove  the  taxes 
laid  by  the  British  Parliament  unconstitutional — 
beyond  its  power.  It  was  not  till  this  was  made 
out  that  the  men  of  New  England  rushed  to  arms. 
The  arguments  of  the  Council  Chamber  and,  the 
House  of  Representatives  preceded  and  sanctioned 
the  contest.  To  draw  the  conduct  of  our  ancestors 
iato  a  precedent  for  mobs,  for  a  right  to  resist  laws 
we  ourselves  have  enacted,  is  an  insult  to  their 
memory.  The  difference  between  the  excitements  of 
those  days  and  our  own,  which  the  gentleman  in 
kindness  to  the  latter  has  overlooked,  is  simply  this : 
The  men  of  that  day  went  for  the  right,  as  secured 
by  the  laws.  They  were  the  people  rising  to  sustain 
the  laws  and  constitution  of  the  Province.  The 
rioters  of  our  day  go  for  their  own  wills,  right  or 
wrong.  Sir,  when  I  heard  the  gentleman  lay  down 
principles  which  place  the  murderers  of  Alton  side 
by  side  with  Otis  and  Hancock,  with  Quincy  and 
Adams,  I  thought  those  pictured  lips  (pointing  to  the 
portraits  in  the  hall)  would  have  broken  into  voice 
to  rebuke  the  recreauc  American — the  slanderer  of 
the  dead  (great  applause  and  counter  applause). 
The  gentleman  said  that  he  should  sink  into  insignifi¬ 
cance  if  he  dared  to  gainsay  the  principles  of  these 
resolutions.  Sir,  for  the  sentiments  he  has  uttered, 
on  soil  consecrated  by  the  prayers  of  Puritans  and 
the  blood  of  patriots,  the  earth  should  have  yawned 
and  swallowed  him  up. 

(Applause  and  hisses,  with  cries  of  “  Take  that 
back.”  The  uproar  became  so  great  that  for  a  long 
time  no  one  could  be  heard.  At  length  the  Hon. 
Wm.  Sturgis  came  to  iIi%PhiUips’s  side  at  the  front 
of  the  plattorm.  He  was  met  with  cries  of  “  Phillips 
or  nobody,”  “  Make  him  take  back  ‘  recreant,’  ”  “  Me 
sba’n't  go  on  till  he  takes  it  back.”  When  it  was 
understood  that  Mr.  Sturgis  meant  to  sustain,  not  to 
interrupt,  Mr.  Phillips,  he  was  listened  to,  and  said — 

“  I  did  not  come  here  to  take  any  part  in  this  dis¬ 
cussion,  nor  do  I  intend  to ;  but  1  do  entreat  you, 
fellow-citizens,  by  everything  you  hold  sacred — ^1 
conjure  you  by  every  association  connected  with  this 
hall,  consecrated  by  our  fathers  to  freedom  of  dis¬ 
cussion— that  you  listen  to  every  man  who  ad¬ 
dresses  you  in  a  decorous  manner.”  Mr.  Phillips 


beneath  that  for  which  he  died.  [Here  there  was  a 
strong  and  general  expression  of  disapprobation.] 
One  word,  gentlemes.  As  much.as  thought  is  better 
than  money,  so  much  is  the  cause  in  which  Lovejoy 
died  nobler  than  a  mere  question  of  taxes.  James 
Otis  thundered  in  these  halls  when  the  king  did  but 
touch  \\\s  pocket.  Imagine,  if  you  can,  his  indignant 
eloquence,  had  England  offered  to  put  a  gag  upon 
his  lips  (great  applause). 

The  question  that  stirred  the  Revolution  touched 
our  civil  interests.  This  concerns  us,  not  only  as 
citizens,  but  as  immortal  beings.  Wrapped  up  in 
its  fate,  saved  or  lost  with  it,  are  not  only  the  voice 
of  the  statesman,  but  the  instructions  of  the  pulpit, 
and  the  progress  of  our  faith. 

The  clergy  “  marvellously  out  of  place  ”  where 
free  speech  is  battled  for ; — liberty  of  speech  on 
national  sins.  Does  the  gentleman  remember  that 
freedom  to  preach  was  first  gained,  dragging  in  its 
train  freedom  to  print?  I  thank  the  clergy  here  pre¬ 
sent,  as  I  reverence  their  predecessors,  who  did  not 
so  far  forget  their  country  in  their  immediate  profes¬ 
sion  as  to  deem  it  a  duty  to  separate  themselves 
from  the  struggle — the  Mayhews  and  Coopers,  «(»ho 
remembered  they  were  citizens  before  they  were 
clergymen. 

Mr.  Chairman,  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  I  thank 
that  brave  little  band  at  Alton  for  resisting.^  We 
must  remember  that  Lovejoy  had  fled  from  city  to 
city— suffered  the  destruction  of  three  presses  pa¬ 
tiently.  At  length  be  took  counsel  with  friends,  men 
of  character,  of  tried  integrity,  of  wide  views,  of 
Christian  principle.  They  thought  the  crisis  had 
come:  it  was  full  time  to  assert  the  laws.  They 
saw  around  them,  not  a  community  like  our  own,  of 
fixed  habits,  of  character  moulded  and  settled,  but 
one  “  in  the  gristle,  not  yet  hardened  into  the  bone 
of  manhood.”  The  people  there,  children  of  our 
older  States,  seem  to  have  forgotten  the  blood-tried 
principles  of  their  fathers  the  moment  they  lost  sight 
of  our  New  England  hills.  Something  was  to  be 
done  to  show  them  the  priceless  value  of  the  freedom 
of  the  press,  to  bring  back  and  set  right  their  wan¬ 
dering  and  confused  ideas.  He  and  his  'advisers

in  their  feelings.  Deaf  to  argument,  haply  they 
might  be  stunned  into  sobriety.  They  saw  that  of 
which  we  cannot  judge,  the  necessity  of  resistance. 
Insulted  law  called  for  it.  Public  opinion,  fast 
hastening  on  his  downward  course,  must  be  arrested. 

Does  not  the  event  show  they  judged  rightly  ? 
Absorbed  in  a  thousand  trifles,  how  has  the  nation 
all  at  once  come  to  a  stand  ?  Men  begin,  as  in  1776 
and  1640,  to  discuss  principles,  to  weigh  characters, 
to  find  out  where  they  are.  Haply,  we  may  awake 
before  we  are  borne  over  the  precipice. 

I  am  glad,  sir,  to  see  this  crowded  house.  It  is 
good  for  us  to  be  here.  When  Liberty  is  in  danger, 
I’aneqil  Hall  has  the  right,  it  is  her  duty,  to  strike 
the  key-note  for  these  United  States.  I  am  glad,  for 
one  reason,  that  remarks  such  as  those  to  which  I 
have  alluded  have  been  uttered  here.  The  passage 
of  these  resolutions,  in  spite  of  this  opposition,  led 
by  the  Attorney-General  of  the^  Commonwealth,  will 
show  more  clearly,  more  decisively,  the  deep  indig¬ 
nation  with  which  Boston  regards  this  outrage.

The  Governor 
of  Godomey  detained  me  (according  to  ca®J®“)  *  ^  be 
could  send  ^messenger  to  the  Governor  of  Whydah. 
And  without  delay  the  Governor  or  Avogard  sent  hm 
stick  and  seven  strong  men  to  bring  me  in  a  hammock 
to  Whydah.  Before  I  left  Godomey  the  governor 
there  sent  me  more  fowls  than  I  knew  what  to  do 
with.  However,  as  everybody  one  meets  with  ex¬ 
pects  something,  they  came  in  quite  bandy.  At  halt- 
past  twelve  o’clock  on  the  night  of  th^Sth,  I  arrived 
at  the  English  fort  in  the  notorious  Whydah.  Ihis 
fort  was  built  in  the  time  of  the  early  slave  trade, 
about  200  years  ago.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Benasko  resides 
here.  He  has  a  chapel  in  the  yard,  but  1  am  sorry 
to  say  it  is  not  numerously  attended.  However,  he , 
seems  to  be  a  very  good  man,  and  is  popular  'with 
all  classes,  and  I  think  he  is  doing  great  good  in  a 
quiet  way.  On  the  morning  of  the  26th  Mr.  Benasko 
introduced  me  to  the  Avogard  at  his  house.  He, 
also,  is  a  tall,  fine  man,  of  about  sixty,  rather  b^ger 
than  the  King  of  Porto  Novo,  but  not  so  good-looking. 
In  fact,  he  is  very  stern,  although  he  talked  and 
laughed  freely  with  me.^which  Mr.  Benasko  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  see,  owing  to*  my  being  a  stranger.  Ihe 
Avogard  said  he  wished  I  would  settle  here  and 
trade;  and  said  I  should  receive  every  ciicour^- 
ment  and  protection.  He  also  stated  that  the  King 
#ould  be  very  glad  to  see  me,  and  that  he  would  at 
once  send  messengers  to  inform  his  Majesty  of  my 
arrival.  Early  on  Sunday  morning  the  27th,  the 
men  that  came  with  me  from  Badagry  were  sent  to 
Abomey  to  tell  the  King  that  I  was  here,  etc.  AW 
mey  is  only  three  days’  journey  from  this  place.  The 
Avogard  thinks  in  a  few  days  I  shall  receive  the 
King’s  invitation  to  come  up.

Boston  has  lately  had  a  grief  in  the  tearing  dowu 
of  an  old  house.  Such  a  pain  to  patriotic  feeling 
was  in  the  very  thought  of  losing  sight  of  the  ven^. 
able  structure,  and  all  its  ancient  associations  wi4 
the  story  of  our  independence,  and  first  breathing  of 
the  commonwealth — that  appeals  were  made  to  pub. 
lie  opinion  and  to  private  mercy  to  spare  the  bnili 
ing  in  which  every  citizen  seemed  to  have  some 
property.  But  in  vain.  Already  it  is  almost  level 
with  the  ground.  As  I  saw  the  roof  broken  up  and 
the  eaves  lowered,  the  plaster  of  the  ancient  ceilion 
splintering  beneath  the  axe,  and  course  after  coutse' 
of  stone,  under  pick  and  crowbar  ready  to  tumble 
to  the  dust,  I  felt  a  pang  which  I  doubt  not  I  shared 
with  thousands.  But  the  Hancock  House  is  of  hq 
great  impemtanoe  after  all.  In  parting  with  it  we 
lose  an  affecting  monument  of  HRe  past,  but  are 
not  deprived  of  anything  essential.  We  can  do 
without  it,  though  we  regret  it.  There  are  things  of 
infinitely  more  concern.

The  poor  little  favors — the  rice,  the 
sugar,  the  flannel— that  they  beg  for  with  such  eager¬ 
ness,  and  receive  with  such  exuberant  gratitude,  I 
can,  it  is  true,  supply,  and  words  and  looks  of  pity, 
and  counsel  of  patience,  and  such  instruction  in 
womanly  habits  ot  decency  and  cleanliness  as  may 
enable  them  to  bettor,  in  some  degree,  their  own 
hard  lot ;  but  to  tbe  entreaty,  “  Oh,  missis,  you  speak 
to  massa  for  us  I  Oh,  missis,  you  beg  massa  for  .us ! 
Oh,  missis,  you  teU  massa  for  we,  he  sure  do  as  you 
say !  ”  I  cannot  now  answer  as  formerly,  and  I  turn 
away  choking  and  with  eyes  full  of  tears  from  the 
p6or  creatures,  not  even  daring  to  promise  any  more 
the  faithful  transmission  of  their  prayers. 

The  women  who  visited  me  yesterday  evening 
were  all  in  the  family-way,  and  came  to  entreat  ol 
me  to  have  the  sentence  (what  else  can  I  call  it?)

I  have;  neen  long  promising  poor  oia  House  Molly 
to  visit  her  in  her  own  cabin,  and  so  the  day  before 
yesterday  I  walked  round  the  settlement  to  her 
dwelling,  and  a  most  wretched  hovel  I  found  it.  She 
has  often  told  me  of  the  special  directions  left  by  her 
old  master  for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  her  old 
age,  and  certmnly  his  charge  has  been  but  little 
heeded  by  his  heirs,  for  the  poor  faithful  old  slave  is 
most  miserably  off  in-  her  infirm  years.  She  made 
no  complaint,  however,  but  seemed  overjoyed  at  my 
coming  to  see  her.  She  took  me  to  the  hut  of  her 
brother,  old  Jacob,  where  the  same  wretched  absence 
of  every  decency  and  every  comfort  prevailed ;  but 
neither  of  them  seemed  to  think  the  condition  that 
appeared  so  wretched  to  me  one  of  peculiar  hard¬ 
ship — though  Molly’s  former  residence  in  her  mas¬ 
ter’s  house  might  reasonably  have  made  her  discon¬ 
tented  with  the  lot  of  absolute  privation  to  which 
she  was  now  turned  over — but,  for  the  moment,  my 
visit  seemed  to  compensate  for  all  sublunary  sor¬ 
rows,  and  she  and  poor  old  Jacob  kept  up  a  duet  of 
rejoicing  at  my  advent,  and  that  I  had  brought  “  de 
little  missis  among  urn  people  afore  they  die.” 

Leaving  them,  I  went  on  to  the  house  of  Jacob’s 
daughter  Hannah,  with  whom  Psyche,  the  heroine  of 
the  rice-island  story,  and  wife  of  his  son  Joe,  lives. 
I  foiind  their  cabin  as  tidy  and  comfortable  as  it 
could  be  made,  and  their  children,  as  usual,  neat  and 
clean  ;  they  are  capital  women,  both  of  them,  with 
an  innate  love  of  cleanliness  and  order  most  uncom¬ 
mon  among  these  people.  On  my  way  home  I  over¬ 
took  two  of  my  daily  suppliants,  who  were  going 
to  the  house  in  search  of  me,  and  meat,  flannel,  rice 
and  sugar,  as  the  case  might  be;  they  were  Both 
old  and  infirm-looking  women,  and  one  of  them, 
called  Scylla,  was  extremely  lame,  which  she  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  an  accident  she  had  met  with  while 
carrying  a  heavy  weight  of  rice  on  her  head ;  she 
had  fallen  on  a  sharp  stake,  or  snag,  as  she  called 
it,  and  had  never  recovered  the  injury  she  had  re¬ 
ceived.  She  complained  also  of  falling  of  the  womb. 
Her  companion  (who  was  not  Charybdis,  however, 
but  Phoebe)  was  a  cheery  soul  who  complained  of 
nothing,  but  begged  for  flannel,  I  asked  her  about 
her  family  and  children ;  she  had  no  .children  left, 
nothing  but  grandchildren ;  she  had  had  nine  chil¬ 
dren,  and  seven  of  them  dM  quite  young ;  the  only

My  eyes,  unaccus¬ 
tomed  to  the  turbid  atmosphere,  smarted  and  wa¬ 
tered,  and  refused  to  distinguish  at  first  the  different 
dismal  forms,  from  which  cries  and  wails  assailed 
me  in  every  corner  of  the  place.  By  degrees  I  was 
able  to  endure  for  a  few  minutes  what  they  were 
condemned  to  live  their  hours  and  days  of  suffering 
and  sicknffis  through ;  and,  having  given  jhat  co«^ 
fort  kind  words  and  promises  of  help  in  more  sub¬ 
stantial  forms  could  convey,  I  went  on  to  what 
seemed  a  yet  more  wretched  abode  of  wretchedness.
